ON-CAMPUS 


Ten  Years  of  Achievement  at 
Western  New  England  College 


A  REVIEW  OF 
THE  PAST  10  YEARS 
BY  THE  BOARD 
OF  TRUSTEES. 


England  College  has  grown  substantially 
in  this  region  and,  to  some  extent,  nation- 
ally as  the  College  changed  from  a  com- 
muter to  a  residential  institution.  Visibility 
has  been  improved  through  programming 
efforts,  speakers  of  national  and  interna- 
tional reputation,  honorary  degree  recipi- 
ents, and  the  Wholistic  Student  Develop- 
ment System  praised  in  national  publica- 
tions. 


2.  The  quality  of  the  faculty  has 
improved  with  a  greater  breadth  and  depth 
of  preparation  demonstrated  by  the  increase 
of  those  qualified  with  terminal  degrees 
from  39%  to  79%. 

3.  The  employees  of  the  College  have 
benefitted  from  improved  working  condi- 
tions, salaries,  and  fringe  benefits,  includ- 
ing increases  in  the  College's  contributions 
to  the  pension  plan,  life  insurance,  disability 
coverage,  and  the  Employee  Assistance 
Program. 

4.  The  Campus  Master  Plan  has 
been  implemented  with  the  construction  of 
D' Amour  Library,  the  renovation  of 
Churchill  Hall,  the  significant  enlargement 
of  the  D.J.  St.  Germain  Campus  Center,  the 
acquisition  of  Gateway  Complex  to  house 
576  students,  and  the  erection  of  the  Campus 
Utility  Building  to  provide  a  consolidated 
and  adequate  service  area  for  the  campus. 
Over  this  period  of  time,  the  College  has 
added  37.5  acres  to  its  land,  now  totaling 
131  contiguous  acres. 

5.  New  landscaping,  walkways,  and 
lighting  have  been  added  to  the  campus, 
increasing  its  safety,  beauty,  and  appeal  to 
prospective  students.  The  creation  of  a 
reserve-for-renewal  fund  in  the  operating 
budget  has  made  this  possible.  It  has  also 
safeguarded  the  College  against  deferred 
maintenance  and  made  it  not  only  attractive'

Dear  Alumni: 

Recently,  in  preparation  for  the  spring 
reaccreditation  visit  of  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  took  time  to  review  the 
progress  the  College  has  made  in  the  last 
ten  years  in  regard  to  the  goals  the  Board 
had  set  for  the  institution.  We  are  pleased 
to  note  the  following  achievements,  all 
consistent  with  strengthening  the  College 
and  its  ability  to  serve  its  students. 

1,  The  reputation  of  Western  New 
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to  prospective  students  and  parents,  but, 
indeed,  the  college  of  choice  in  the  Greater 
Springfield  area. 

6.  An  active  and  aggressive  approach 
has  been  taken  to  fund  raising,  resulting  in 
contributions  of  over  $10,000,000  to  the 
College.  A  vastly  improved  investment 
policy  has  resulted  in  an  increase  in  endow- 
ment from  less  than  $1 ,000,000  to  more  than 
$16,000,000. 

7.  A  capable,  effective  team  of  senior 
administrators  and  administrative  staff 

has  been  assembled  to  carry  out  the  work  of 
the  College  in  accord  with  Board  policy. 

8.  The  Board  has  become  an  orga- 
nized, informed,  and  disciplined  body  which 
has  materially  irnproved  the  policy-making 
quality  of  the  College. 

9.  Campus  security  services  have 
greatly  improved  with  resultant  safety  for  all 
and  a  minimum  of  on-campus  problems. 

10.  The  College  was  able,  during  this 
time,  to  achieve  maximum  accreditation 

periods  between  required  visits  by  the 
Accreditation  Board  for  Engineering  and 
Technology,  the  American  Bar  Association, 
the  Council  on  Social  Work  Education,  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education, 
and  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges.  Those  visits  and 
subsequent  reports  were  positive,  laudatory 
of  progress  made  by  the  College,  and  com- 
plimentary in  regard  to  the  management  and 
effective  use  of  resources. 

11.  A  real,  working  Alumni  Associa- 
tion has  been  established  with  a  network  of 
satellite  chapters  in  many  locations.  The 
effort  expended  in  this  formation  has  in- 
creased annual  giving  from  alumni  from 


$64,000  to  over  $400,000.  Alumni  have 
become  involved  in  admissions  and 
internship  programs,  as  well  as  career 
programs  and  placements  for  students.  The 
Alumni  Association  has  pledged 
$2,500,000  toward  the  construction  of  the 
Healthful  Living  Center,  which  will 
complete  the  Campus  Master  Plan. 

12.  Finally,  a  strict  adherence  to  the 
Mission  of  the  College  as  a  professional 
institution  stressing  the  quality  of  teaching 
has  been  maintained.  Although  trying  to 
accommodate  the  interests  of  all  would 
have  been  easier  than  exercising  rigorous 
fiscal  control,  the  temptation  to  be  all 
things  for  all  people  has  been  avoided.  The 
niche  the  College  enjoys  in  the  field  of 
higher  education  has  been  preserved  and 
nurtured. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  conclude  this 
report  to  you  on  the  progress  of  the  Col- 
lege by  indicating  their  approval  and 
commendation  of  the  College's  leadership 
in  adhering  to  the  Board's  defined  goals 
and  the  Mission  of  the  College.  We  believe 
that  the  significant  progi'ess  described 
above  reflects  the  achievement  of  the 
potential  that  Western  New  England 
College  exhibited  from  its  beginning.  Its 
future  is  just  as  promising  and  will  be 
advanced  through  the  combined  efforts  of 
all  as  together  we  face  the  work  of  the  next 
decade.

Keeping  Busy  After 
Retirement 

What  do  you  do  when  you  retire? 
For  LesHe  Adams,  the  answer  was  easy: 
Go  to  college  and  get  a  degree.  Leslie 
graduated  this  May  in  the  Integrated 
Liberal  Studies  Program.  He  says,  "I 
retired  in  1973  and  when  I  heard  about 
Program  65  at  Western  New  England 
College  [a  reduced  fee  program  for 
people  65  and  over],  I  thought  it  was  a 
good  idea  to  take  some  courses.  I've 
been  taking  one  or  two  courses  a 
semester  since  1975  and  finally,  this 
year,  I  graduated  at  age  82!" 

Leslie,  who  was  in  the  wholesale 
book  business  for  20  years,  and  his 
wife,  Jane,  have  lived  in  Springfield  for 
many  years.  Jane  too,  has  been  taking 
courses  at  WNEC.  She's  currently  a 
senior  in  the  liberal  studies  program  and 
hopes  to  graduate  in  two  years.  As  for 
his  favorite  courses  over  the  years, 
Leslie  cites  many:  "Social  studies, 
Govemment,  and  American  History 
courses." 

Summer  Elderhostel 
Program 

Two  groups  of  elderhostelers  visited 
the  campus  for  a  week  each  in  July. 
Ninety-eight  men  and  women  came 
from  as  far  away  as  Washington  D.C., 
Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  and  Florida  to 
study  at  Westem  New  England  College. 
Classes  offered  the  first  session 
included  The  Jewish  Literature  of 
Europe  and  America,  Great  Treasures 
and  Great  Troubles,  and  Antiques  and 
Collectibles:  Infiuences  and  Identifica- 
tions. 

The  second  session  had  courses  such 
as  Changes  in  the  Soviet  Union  and 
Eastern  Europe,  Big  Band  to  Broadway: 
A  Dance  Movement/Exercise  Experi- 
ence, and  Expand  Your  Comic  Vision: 
Understand  and  Use  Humor. 

Another  Successful  SOAR 
Program 

Summer  Orientation  and  Registra- 
tion (SOAR)  was  a  great  success  once 
again.  Eighty-one  percent  of  the  new 
students  entering  this  fall  and  their 
parents  attended  one  of  the  six  sessions 
offered  in  June  and  July.  SOAR 
provided  both  students  and  parents  with 
a  broad  look  at  academic  programs  and 
various  cocurricular  and  support 
services,  while  giving  incoming 


freshman  and  transfer  students  a 
glimpse  of  what  their  first  year  at 
Westem  New  England  College  will  be 
like. 

SOAR  is  distinctive  from  most  other 
college  orientation  programs  because  of 
the  extent  to  which  parents  are  in- 
volved. Parents  stay  at  the  College 
ovemight  and  attend  sessions  specifi- 
cally designed  to  familiarize  them  with 
the  College,  to  introduce  them  to 
administrative  staff  and  faculty 
members,  and  to  make  them  aware  of 
what  new  students  will  go  through 
while  adjusting  to  college  life. 


FACULTY  HIGHLIGHTS 


John  Malcyd'f  received  the  1991  American 
Society  of  Engineering  Education  Dow 
Outstanding  Young  Faculty  Award  for  the 
New  England  Section. 


Award  Winners 

John  Maleyeff,  assistant  professor 
of  industrial  engineering,  received  the 
1991  American  Society  of  Engineering 
Education  Dow  Outstanding  Young 
Faculty  Award  for  the  New  England 
Section.  As  an  award  recipient,  he  was 
provided  round-trip  air  fare  plus 
expenses  to  the  ASEE  Annual  Confer- 
ence in  June,  and  was  presented  with  an 
award  certificate. 

The  Reverend  Bruce  N.  Teague, 
director  of  campus  ministry,  was 
honored  at  The  Council  of  Churches' 
53rd  Annual  Assembly  May  6,  1991, 
"for  his  outstanding  leadership  in 
interreligious  understanding."  The 
Board  of  Directors  felt  that  it  was 
important  to  recognize  and  celebrate 
Father  Teague's  continuing  efforts  to 
bring  together  members  of  the  interfaith 
community  in  dialogue  and  other 


forums.  For  example,  during  the  Gulf 
War  crisis,  he  was  instrumental  in 
helping  to  bring  together  Christians, 
Muslims,  and  Jews  for  times  of  prayer 
and  dialogue.  Father  Teague  is  the  co- 
president  of  the  Interfaith  Council  of 
Westem  Massachusetts  as  well  as  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  Churches' 
Ecumenical  and  Interfaith  Division. 

Appointments 

Glenn  Clark,  associate  professor  of 
accounting  and  finance,  was  elected  a 
director  of  the  Springfield  Ambassa- 
dors, a  drum  and  bugle  corps,  just 
recently  formed  with  80  members 
strong.  The  Ambassadors  took  first 
place  in  a  Waterbury,  CT,  competition, 
as  well  as  taking  four  individual 
trophies  during  the  spring.  The  age 
bracket  for  the  group  is  12  to  24  and  the 
City  Council  of  Springfield  proclaimed 
May  24  as  Ambassadors  day.  On  May 
24,  1991,  the  Mayor  of  Dublin,  Ireland, 
presented  an  invitation  to  the  group  to 
play  in  the  St.  Patrick's  Day  Parade  in 
Dublin  in  1993.

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Alumni  Help  Spread 
the  Word

Alumni  from  Massachusetts  to 
California  to  Europe  are  passing  on  the 
good  word  about  Western  New  England 
College,  and  in  a  formal  capacity.  More 
than  100  alumni  are  working  for  the 
College,  recruiting  high  school  students 
at  College  Fairs  around  the  country,  as 
part  of  the  Alumni-in- Admissions 
program. 


"The  Alumni-in-Admissions 
program  is  excellent  with 
excellent  potential.  It  gives 
alumni  the  opportunity  to  go 
into  areas  untapped  at  this 
time  by  the  College  and 
serve  as  very  positive  ex- 
amples of  the  success  of  our 
graduates."

While  the  College  has  always  had 
such  a  program,  it  had  fallen  into  a 
period  of  inactivity.  Resurrected  four 
years  ago,  the  Alumni-in-Admissions 
program  is  now  going  strong  with  109 
alumni  volunteers,  including  9  married 
couples,  in  15  states,  helping  WNEC 
recruit  students.  Currently,  most  of  the 
volunteers  represent  the  College  at 
college  fairs  sponsored  by  high  schools 
or  counselors'  associations  near  their 
homes.  Most  fairs  last  for  approxi- 
mately two  hours  and  the  College 
provides  the  alumni  with  all  the 
necessary  recruiting  materials  and 
training.  Andrew  Mulcahy,  Jr.,  vice 
president  for  student  affairs,  believes, 
"The  Alumni-in-Admissions  program  is 
excellent  with  excellent  potential.  It 
gives  alumni  the  opportunity  to  go  into 
areas  untapped  at  this  time  by  the 
College  and  serve  as  very  positive 
examples  of  the  success  of  our  gradu- 
ates." 

Captain  Bob  Craig  '82  is  one  of 
those  examples.  An  industrial  engineer- 


ing major.  Bob  began  recruiting  for  the 
College  in  1984  while  he  was  stationed 
in  Spain.  "The  first  fair  I  attended  on 
behalf  of  Westem  New  England 
College  was  in  Madrid,  Spain.  Before  I 
went  to  Europe,  Dean  Mulcahy  asked 
me  if  I  wanted  to  get  involved.  I  said 
'sure!'  So  I  went  to  the  Admissions 
Office  and  found  out  what  was  in- 
volved." Bob  explains  that  the  big  fairs 
in  Europe  were  for  American  schools 
hosted  by  the  State  Department  or  the 
Department  of  Defense  School  System. 
He  says,  "After  Spain,  I  relocated  to 
Germany  and  attended  fairs  in 
Heidelberg,  Frankfurt,  and  Ramstein." 
Bob  recruited  for  three  years  in 
Germany  and  then  returned  to  Hanscom 
Air  Force  Base  in  Massachusetts,  where 
he  lives  currently  with  his  wife.  Donna, 
and  nine-month-old  daughter,  Laura. 

Bob  says  about  the  program:  "Being 
an  alumnus,  I  can  relay  first  hand 
experience,  talk  about  values,  and  show 
a  special  allegiance  to  the  school.  This 
gives  a  personal  touch  to  the  informa- 
tion and  students  and  parents  appreciate 
the  difference. 
Parents  especially 
appreciate  meeting 
someone  who  is  a 
product  of  the 
school.  Students 
tend  to  ask  about 
campus  activities, 
while  parents  want 
to  know  what  I've 
done  with  my 
major,  what  my 
career  is."

recruits  for  the   

College  now  in  the 

Greater  Boston  area,  including  Lowell, 
Bedford,  and  Chelmsford.  Bob  says 
he'll  always  be  recruiting  for  WNEC. 
"Even  when  I'm  not  at  fairs,  I  still 
represent  the  school.  Whenever  people 


ask  me  where  I  graduated  from,  I  get  a 
chance  to  promote  the  school  and  I 
always  take  it!" 

Carol  (Magnotta)  Laird  '79  recruits 
students  for  the  College  in  New  Jersey. 
She  and  her  husband,  Thomas,  and 
three  children,  Thomas,  6,  Christopher, 
4,  and  Courtney,  6  months,  live  in 
Wanaque,  NJ.  Carol  says,  "I  go  to 
college  fairs  at  high  schools  in  North 
Jersey,  usually  in  the  fall,  two  or  three 
times  a  year."  A  sociology  major,  Carol 
had  come  to  the  College  for  Homecom- 
ing several  years  ago  and  met  Bill 
Campanella,  associate  director  of 
admissions.  "He  called  after  that  and  I 
came  to  campus  again  for  a  training 
session  and  began  recruiting."  She  adds, 
"It's  fun  and  it  keeps  me  in  touch  with 
the  College.  I  love  the  school  and  it's 
nice  to  be  able  to  pass  on  the  word  and 
tell  prospective  students  about  it." 

Also  passing  on  the  word  are  Bill 
and  Karen  Lindsay,  of  Westboro,  MA, 
one  of  nine  married  couples  who  recruit 
together  for  the  College.  Both  account- 
ing majors,  Karen  (Brezniak)  '76  owns 
a  small  consulting  business,  Westboro 
Consulting  Services,  that  does  market- 
ing for  software,  and  Bill  '77  has  his 
own  company  also,  called  Professional 
Financial  Services.  They  have  two 
children,  Erin,  9,  and  Alex,  5. 

Several  years  ago  Karen  and  Bill 
were  asked  to  visit  college  fairs  in  their 
area  and  they  jumped  at  the  chance.

Karen  says,  "We're  a  real  novelty  at 
college  fairs.  Students  think  it's  really 
neat  to  see  a  husband  and  wife  who 
graduated  from  the  same  college." 
Students  aren't  the  only  ones  who 
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benefit  from  the  fairs,  says  Karen, 
"Now  that  my  daughter  is  nine  years 
old,  it's  nice  to  get  a  chance  to  talk  with 
high  school  students,  see  how  they  act, 
what  they're  like.  I've  been  very 
impressed.  They  seem  to  have  their 
heads  together  and  know  what  they 
want.  This  helps  me  as  a  parent."

Bill  played  soccer  while  at  WNEC, 
so  he  can  pass  along  some  of  his  sports 
experiences  to  students.  "We  both  had 
very  positive  experiences  at  WNEC," 
states  Karen,  "So  it's  easy  to  relate  to 
high  school  students.  Also,  the  fact  that 
WNEC  is  a  small  school  really  seems  to 
appeal  to  the  students."  Both  Bill  and 
Karen  hope  to  continue  recruiting  for 
the  school,  and  they  want  to  become 
even  more  involved  in  the  Alumni-in- 
Admissions  program. 

Program  coordinators  Bill 
Campanella  and  Kara  Brighenti  '87/ 
G'89,  assistant  director  of  alumni 
affairs,  are  very  happy  that  alumni  want 
to  participate  more.  In  fact,  they  are 
making  plans  to  expand  the  Alumni-in-

Admissions  program.  Says  Kara,  "Our 
primary  goal  has  been  to  have  alumni 
represent  the  College  at  fairs  and  area 
receptions.  We  try  to  give  every  aspect 
of  the  program  a  personal  touch.  We 


have  a  lot  of  on-site  training  where 
admissions  counselors  and  other  alumni 
train  alumni  right  at  the  fairs.  Feedback 
so  far  has  not  only  been  positive,  but  a 
lot  of  alumni  feel  the  same  way  that  Bill 
and  Karen  do,  they  want  to  become 
more  involved  and  in  different  ways." 

The  following  is  a  brief  overview  of 
the  various  opportunities  in  which 
alumni  volunteers  can  become  involved 
in  the  Alumni-in-Admissions  program 
at  the  College: 

College  Fairs — Represent  the 
College  at  a  college  fair  near  your 
home.  Most  fairs  last  for  approximately 
two  hours  and  the  College  provides  you 
with  all  the  necessary  recruiting 
materials  and  training.  Your  commit- 
ment is  needed  anywhere  from  one  to 
three  times  a  year,  primarily  in  the  fall 
and  spring. 

Area  Reception.s — Assist  Admis- 
sions staff  in  hosting  an  informal 
meeting/reception  for  parents  and 
prospective  students  at  a  gathering  place 
near  your  home  once  a  year.  Your  role 
would  be  to  talk  informally  with  a  small 
group  about  your  experience  at  the 
College. 

Send-Off  Gatherings — In  late 
summer,  host  a  send-off  gathering  in 
your  home  for  students  planning  to 
attend  the  College  from  your  home 
town  area.  Your  role  would  be  to  bring 
students  and  their  families  together  for 
the  purpose  of  wishing 
them  luck,  and  allowing 
them  to  "hook  up"  with 
others  from  their  area. 

Alumni  Training — 

For  "veteran  Alumni-in- 
Admissions  members," 
to  help  train  new 
volunteers  from  your 
geographic  area,  both 
on-site  (i.e.  fairs, 
receptions,  etc.)  and  on- 
campus.

Ken  Rickson:

From  the  day  Ken  Rickson  gradu- 
ated from  Western  New  England 
College  in  1975  to  today,  he  has 
steadily  climbed  the  corporate  ladder, 
without  faltering,  and  is  now  president 
and  chief  operating  officer  of  MML 
Investors  Services,  Inc.,  the  securities 
broker-dealer  subsidiary  of  MassMutual 
Company. 

How  did  he  get 
there?  "A  lot  of  it  is 
being  in  the  right 

place  at  the  right  time  ^* 
and  just  pure  luck," 
says  Ken.  But  his 
work  history  proves  it 
takes  lots  of  hard 
work  too,  and  Ken 
adds,  "Being  able  to 
calculate  the  best  time 
to  take  risks  is 
important  also." 

After  he  graduated 
from  WNEC  with  an 
accounting  degree, 
Ken  went  to  work  for 
Price  Waterhouse  in 
Hartford,  CT.  He 
became  an  insurance 
industry  specialist, 
advanced  to  senior 
accountant,  and  in 
1978,  after  three  years,  left  to  go  to 
Massachusetts  Mutual  Life  Insurance 
Company  in  Springfield,  MA.  At 
MassMutual  he  spent  three  years  as  an 
internal  auditor,  and  three  years  as 
director  of  financial  services  reporting 
to  the  corporate  controller  (who 
happened  to  be  Ken  Cardwell  '63/G'66 
at  the  time).  He  says,  "It  was  at  this 
point  that  I  got  involved  in  starting 
MML  Investors  Services. 

Ken  went  on  to  become  assistant 
controller  for  the  individual  product  line 
at  MassMutual  and  worked  part-time  as 
controller  for  MML.  In  1987  he  became 
senior  vice  president-Finance  and 
Operations  for  MML  Investors  Ser- 
vices, Inc.  And  at  the  top  of  this  ladder, 
last  February  he  was  named  president 
and  chief  operating  officer. 

Ken  explains  that  he  was  a  member 
of  a  team  that  was  designated  to  start 


the  broker-dealer  firm  from  scratch. 
"None  of  us  knew  anything  about  the 
securities  business  at  first,  and  some 
were  very  skeptical.  That's  where  the 
risks  became  involved,  and  we  were 
successful  in  taking  those  risks." 

A  resident  of  Wilbraham,  MA, 
where  he  lives  with  his  wife,  Dena,  and 
10-year-old  son  Krislophcr,  Ken  is  a 
deeply  involved  and  dedicated  person, 
be  it  as  a  student,  a  parent,  a  worker,  or 
a  volunteer.  While  he  was  a  student  at 
Western  New  England  College,  along 
with  working  full-time  in  the  Communi- 
cations Department  at  Dow  Jones,  he 
was  an  officer  of  the  Accounting 
Association  and  president  of  Alpha 
Kappa  Psi,  the  professional  association

for  students  pursuing  business-related 
careers.  Ken  also  worked  in  the  School 
of  Business  and  other  departments 
whenever  they  needed  him. 

He  .speaks  of  WNEC  fondly, 
especially  of  one  advisor  who  was  very 
helpful  to  him,  "Dr.  [E.  Louis]  Raverla, 
who  was  chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Accounting,"  says  Ken,  "was  a  real 
inspiration  to  me.  I  didn't  believe,  at  the 
time,  that  I  had  the  qualifications  to  be 
hired  in  big  eight  public  accounting.  Dr. 
Raverta  gave  me  the  confidence."  Ken 
adds,  "In  fact,  he  remains  a  friend 
today."  Dr.  Raverta  retired  from  WNEC 
in  1982. 

Since  he  graduated.  Ken  has 
constantly  kept  in  touch  with  the 
College.  For  more  than  ten  years  he  was 
district  director  for  Alpha  Kappa  Psi.  "I 
still  go  to  at  least  one  Alpha  Kappa  Psi 


event  a  year,"  adds  Ken.  He  is  also 
involved  with  several  alumni  functions 
including  the  Alumni  Career  Network 
where  he's  participated  in  several 
panels  for  accounting  students. 

On  campus  recently  to  have  lunch 
with  Tom  Hastings,  the  director  of 
alumni  affairs,  Ken  got  his  first  glimpse 
of  the  Mass  Mutual  Director's  Room  in 
D' Amour  Library.  The  room  was 
furnished  with  money  from  alumni 
employees  of  MassMutual.  "It  was  nice 
to  see  how  the  money  was  spent.  It 
certainly  went  toward  something 
absolutely  beautiful.  I  was  very 
impressed,"  said  Ken. 

Ken  is  currently  working  on  a 
project  to  help  WNEC  contact  compa- 
nies to  develop 
matching  gift 
programs  similar  to 
the  one  at 
MassMutual.  The 
matching  gift 
program  consists  of 
employees  giving  to 
the  College  and  their 
employers,  in  turn, 
matching  their  gift, 
so  that  the  College 
gets  twice  the 
employees'  donation. 
"I'm  working  on  a 
template  which 
would  have  enough 
information  for  a 
company  to  take  the 
form  and  convert  it 
to  their  needs  and 
develop  their  own 
matching  gift 
program."  The 
project  contains  three  pieces:  a  how-to 
piece,  a  form,  and  language  for  an 
employee  handbook.  When  Ken  is 
ready  with  the  information,  he  will  go 
to  different  companies  in  the  area  to 
encourage  them  to  start  a  matching  gift 
program  and  then  help  them  implement 
it. 

To  get  an  idea  of  how  far  MML 
Investors  Services,  Inc.  has  come,  in  its 
first  year,  1982,  $1.8  million  in 
investments  were  placed.  This  year  the 
company  is  on  target  to  place  $300 
million  in  investments!  When  asked 
where  Ken  would  like  to  be  in  five 
years,  he  says,  "Right  here.  I've  been 
out  of  the  home  office  for  four  years 
now.  I  love  the  small  company  environ- 
ment and  although  this  is  a  mature 
company  now,  it's  still  growing  and 
plenty  of  challenges  are  ahead!"

When  Rick  Bumham  was  two 
weeks  old,  his  parents  took  him  for  his 
first  boat  ride.  Rick  may  not  be  able  to 
remember  that  far  back,  yet  he  can't 
remember  a  time  when  he  didn't  love 
sailing. 

A  mechanical  engineering  major 
who  graduated  in  1985,  Rick  is 
currently  living  out  a  dream  in  Califor- 
nia. He  is  on  the  crew  of  America', 
which  will  try  to  defend  the  America's 
Cup  next  year  in  San  Diego. 

The  road  from  WNEC  to  the 
America'  has  been  an  exciting  one  for 
Rick.  After  he  graduated  he  went  to 
work  for  Pratt  &  Whitney  for  a  year  and 
a  half  as  a  fuel  systems  engineer.  "I 
grew  up  in  Middlefield,  CT,  and  my 
parents  have  a  place  on  the  Connecticut 
coast.  When  I  was  in  high  school,  I 
started  racing  little  boats,  and  I  contin- 
ued when  I  was  in  College  and  at  Pratt 
&  Whitney  during  the  weekends." 

Rick  goes  on  to  explain,  "While  I 
was  at  Pratt  &  Whitney,  one  of  the 
people  I  sailed  with  was  building 
a  new  big  boat.  I  had  wanted  to 
take  time  off  and  sail  full-time. 
He  asked  that  I  come  to  Newport 
and  help  with  construction  of  the 
boat.  So  I  left  the  company  and 
worked  on  the  boat  for  about  a 
year."  During  that  time,  Rick  got 
to  know  different  people  and  got 
offers  to  sail  on  other  boats. 

"Sailing  is  a  pretty  fraternal 
sport,"  says  Rick.  "Once  you're 
in  the  loop,  you  can  sail  on 
different  boats.  I  got  an  offer  to 
sail  and  work  on  the  maxi  yacht 
the  Matador  [maxi  yachts  are 
similar  to  America's  Cup  boats]. 
So  I  flew  to  France  where  the 
boat  was  and  helped  ready  it  for 
the  1988  Maxi  Yacht  World 
Championships."  The  champion- 
ships were  comprised  of  three 
racing  events  in  St.  Thomas, 
Hawaii,  and  San  Francisco.  After 
participating  in  the  champion- 
ships, Rick  was  asked  by  the 
owner,  Bill  Koch,  to  take  part  in 
building  another  maxi  yacht. 


"This  was  really  exciting  for  me, 
learning  about  high-tech  boat  construc- 
tion." He  worked  on  the  Matador^  for  a 
year  and  a  half  and  competed  in  and 
won  the  1990  championships  in 
Newport,  Miami,  and  St.  Thomas.  "It 
was  compelling  to  be  a  part  of  the  crew 
that  built  the  boat  from  scratch  and  then 
won  the  championships,"  remembers 
Rick. 

That  brings  Rick  up  to  last  Decem- 
ber. At  that  point,  Bill  Koch,  who  also 
owned  America',  was  mounting  an 
America's  Cup  Defense  campaign.  He 
asked  Rick  to  use  his  technology  from 
the  Matador^  to  help  mount  the 
campaign.  And  today,  Rick  is  in  San 
Diego  with  the  America'  syndicate. 

America's  Cup  trials  begin  next 
January,  where  foreign  challengers  gel 
together  to  compete  in  several  races.  In 
April,  the  four  foreign  boats  which  have 
accumulated  the  most  points  will  race 
against  one  another.  That  winner  will  be 
the  challenger  for  the  America's  Cup. 

While  challengers  race  each  other, 
the  two  American  defenders  race 
against  one  another  also.  Rick's 
competitor  will  be  Dennis  Connor's 
Stars  and  Stripes  boat.  In  May,  the 
defender  and  the  challenger  go  head  to 
head  in  the  best  of  seven  races  in  San 
Diego  for  the  Cup. 

Rick  explains,  "My  syndicate 
(which  involves  a  staff  of  150  people)

has  been  in  San  Diego  since  last 
January  getting  ready  for  the  races."  A 
regular  day  for  Rick  includes  physical 
training  every  morning  along  with  a 
sailing  team  meeting,  prepping  the  boat 
with  the  crew,  sailing  from  10  a.m.  to  5 
p.m.,  and  then  cleaning,  hauling,  and 
washing  the  boat,  along  with  doing  any 
other  work  that  needs  to  be  done. 

Although  the  day  is  long  and  the 
work  is  tough.  Rick  says  he's  wanted  to 
be  in  an  America's  Cup  race  since  he 
was  a  little  kid.  "I  work  70  to  100  hours 
a  week.  It's  a  lot  of  work  but  it's 
exciting  work.  I  was  lucky  to  have  been 
chosen  for  the  crew.  There  were  400 
applicants  in  all." 

As  for  Rick's  future,  he  says 
he'd  like  to  use  his  engineering 
degree  on  yacht  design,  or  for  a 
yacht  racing  engineering-type 
firm.  Rick  says  his  WNEC 
degree  has  come  in  handy.
